Trudeau may back off on tax ‘silliness’, says Retail Council

The Trudeau government may 
“back down” under pressure as 
critics slam “silly” proposed tax 
changes that impact business and 
low-income workers, a retail asso- 
ciation says. 

“We're hopeful that we'll put a 
bullet through this before it ever 
takes effect,” says Karl Littler, 


VP of Public Affairs for the Retail 
Council of Canada. 

The Federal government changes 
could mean taxing employee ben- 
efits like free meals for restaurant 
workers. The controversy comes 
on the heels of the Trudeau Gov- 
ernment’s Tax Fairness Plan that 
could add billions in tax burdens 
to small businesses. 

Littler is expecting the govern- 
ment may backpedal this latest 


proposal. 

“They were intending to move 

forward on this January 1. I havea 
feeling they will be backing off that 
pretty soon,” he said. 
The Retail Council, which rep- 
resents 45,000 stores, says there 
is confusion over rules and “until 
we get official notice that they’re 
taxable we’re not taxing them.”

They will also request 
copies of personal iden- 
tification documents, for 
example Drivers license, 
citizenship documents, or 
passports, etc. 

Police are reminding the 
public that government of- 
ficials will not contact you 
directly and demand mon- 
ey in exchange for securing 
your Canadian Status. 
Residents are urged to not 
take any immediate action, 
and verify what is being said 
by the caller. Government 
officials do not request cop- 


ies of personal documents 
over the phone. 
Furthermore, residents are 
urged to be mindful of Call- 
er ID spoofing. Fraudsters 
can manipulate call displays 
or provide real government 
agency contact numbers in 
order to appear legitimate.

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Brampton Has Highest Insurance Rates 


No one is quite sure why it 
is, but Brampton remains by 
far the most expensive city in 
Ontario to insure a car. 

A 2017. survey released 
Tuesday by the Kanetix.ca 
insurance website notes that 
drivers in the Flower City 
pay an average premium of 
$2,268 - $443 more than the 
$1,825 drivers pay each year 
in Vaughan, the second most 
expensive city for car insur- 
ance in the province. 
Mississauga ranks _ third 
with an average premium of 
$1,788, followed by Markham 
at $1,785 and the City of To- 
ronto at $1,743. 

Rounding out the Top 10 are 
Richmond Hill, Ajax, Ham- 


ilton, Pickering and Whitby, 
all well above the provincial 
average premium of $1,316.. 


There are many reasons for 
high insurance rates, from ex- 
pensive auto body shops and 
outright fraud to bad driving, 
rising claims and industry 
practices that link premiums 
to where you live and not just 
your driving record. 


Last year, a Kanetix official 
said one thing that may be 
happening in Brampton is 
that many drivers in the city 
don’t have that much expe- 
rience behind the wheel. As 
well, Brampton and Missis- 
sauga have huge transport 
sectors, with thousands of 
trucks and drivers delivering 


goods along Peel’s roads ev- 
ery day, making traffic con- 
gested and prone to more 
accidents. 


High car insurance rates 
have been an issue at Queen’s 
Park for years and the Wynne 
government has come under 
fire for failing to meet the 
promise it made to the NDP 
in a 2013 minority govern- 
ment deal to lower premiums 
by 15 per cent by mid-2015. 

The Liberals brought in re- 
forms, passed new laws and 
made other moves to cut costs 
for the insurance industry by 
clamping down on tow truck 
fraud and excessive legal fees 
as well as legal settlements. 


Toronto man arrested after 
apartment shooting in Mississauga

12 Division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau have 
charged a Toronto man with 
multiple attempted murder 
and weapon offenses after 
a shooting that occurred at 
a Mississauga apartment 
complex last month. 

The culprit shot a 34-year- 
old male victim outside his 
apartment unit on Sept.

McKenzie has been charged 
with numerous offenses, in- 
cluding attempted murder, 
carrying a concealed weap- 
on, failure to comply and 
possession of marijuana 
and cocaine. 

McKenzie was held for a 


bail hearing and appeared 
in Brampton court last 
week. 

Investigators are asking for 
the public’s assistance in 
identifying a second male 
that was present during the 
shooting. 

The suspect has been de- 
scribed as male Black, clean 
shaven, with cornrow style 
hair. He was last seen wear- 
ing a white t-shirt, green 
tack pants, and white run- 
ning shoes.

The City has not released 
the exact location, but Coun- 
cillor Martin Medeiros says 
the criteria have been clear 
from the beginning of the bid 
process, which ends Oct. 19, 
next Thursday. A GTA-wide 
offer from Toronto Global is 
expected to contain several 
possible sites in the region. 
The winning site “ has to be 
close to the major highways, 
have enough space to take on 
a big company as Amazon, 
access to amenities import- 
ant to Amazon in terms of 
transportation, close to rec- 
reational facilities, etc.” Me- 
deiros told Peel Daily News. 
He says there are two or 
three sites in Brampton 
which meet the require- 
ments, but one stands out 
for its proximity to all major 
highways, the airport and is 
controlled by the city. 

“A possible site, if you think 
of Highway 10 and Kennedy,

“We expect HQ2 to be a full 
equal to our Seattle head- 
quarters,” said Bezos. 
“Amazon HQ2 will bring 
billions of dollars in up-front 
and ongoing investments, 
and tens of thousands of 
high-paying jobs. We’re ex- 
cited to find a second home.” 
Amazon says the construc- 
tion of the new heaquarters

Two recent reports on the 
financial state of Canadi- 
an and U.S. governments 
paint a grim picture of the 
future -- for taxpayers, re- 
tirees and anybody who 
depends on government for 
their livelihood. 

A parliamentary budget 
office analysis says Ottawa 
is on a sustainable path to 
balance its books by 2040 
and pay off its debt by 
2060. 

But the combined debts of 
provincial and _ territorial 
governments are projected 
to jump to more than 100 
per cent of gross domestic 
product from 28 per cent 
of GDP within the next 75 
years under existing fiscal 
policies. 

Among the provinces, the 
report said two bright spots 
are Quebec and Nova Sco- 
tia, while energy-produc- 
ing provinces Alberta and 
Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor face the biggest chal- 
lenges. 


Combined federal and 


provincial net debt has in- 
creased from $834 billion 
in 2008 to a projected $1.3 
trillion -- about 70 per cent 
of the $1.8 trillion econo- 
my. 

In the United States, a blog 
on the ZeroHedge global 
economy site noted that 
the unfunded liabilities of 
the American government 
over the next 75 years to 
finance future social secu- 
rity pensions and medicare 
payments is $46.7 trillion. 
Yes, TRILLION -- with a T. 
The data came from a U.S. 
Treasury report on the state 
of the nation’s long-term fi- 
nances. 

Meanwhile, U.S. federal 
debt has just edged over the 
$20 trillion mark and could 
rise to $30 trillion within a 
decade. 

What does this all mean? 
To me, it challenges gov- 
ernments to get their fi- 
nancial house in order over 
the next few years to avoid 
wrenching decisions fur- 
ther down the road that will 
batter taxpayers, retirees, 
workers and businesses. 
Mostafa Askari, Canada’s 
assistant parliamentary 
budget officer, says his of- 


fice’s report gives govern- 
ments an inkling of what 
lies ahead for their financ- 
es under current spending 
and tax policies. 

“The idea is that if you wait 
too long, the challenge be- 
comes much bigger and 
more painful for people. 
This provides a framework 
for debate on these policy 
issues.” 

That’s an understatement. 
No matter what policies you 
try, getting a government’s 
finances under control will 
hurt someone, usually tax- 
payers and pensioners. 

I have been a debt hawk 
for years and have encour- 
aged policymakers to take a 
long-term view of the prob- 
lem. 

In past columns, I have ar- 
gued for a 10-year light aus- 
terity plan to cut the size of 
the public payroll by about 
a third, assess all govern- 
ment spending to see if it’s 
effective and find new rev- 
enue sources -- with asset 
sales or other ways without 
piling more taxes on the 
backs of taxpayers. 

One thing I know for sure, 
if government restored the 
public’s faith that their tax

dollars were well spent you 
might succeed in wiping 
out the underground cash 
economy that costs govern- 
ments billions in lost taxes 
and is such a big part of ev- 
eryday life. 

However, such major 
policy changes would be 
a hard political sell. We 
need a national debate on 
these things but politicians 
should be wary. 

Citizens who have been 
given free things, such as 
welfare, prescription drugs, 
cheap daycare, and numer- 
ous other benefits will fight 
hard against anyone who 
tries to scale them back. 
Moreover, big crony cap- 
italists like Bombardier 
and others who get billions 
from governments of all 
stripes will lobby aggres- 
sively against changes to 
the status quo. 

In both countries, govern- 
ments should be debating 
and looking at means test- 
ing their pension and social 
programs. 

That means richer U.S. 
pensioners who can easily 
afford to live without social 
security would have those 
benefits cut off. 
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The U.S. may have to me 
at a value added tax - some- 
thing like our GST - to help 
pay for future pensions and 
medical benefits. 

Governments on _ both 
sides of the border should 
also look at delaying re- 
tirement for two years to 
67 from the current 65 as 
many countries around the 
world have been doing. 

For example, Denmark, 
France, Germany and 
Spain have decided to raise 
the retirement age from 65 
to 67 years, while the goal 
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the U.S. 


is 68 years in Britain an 
Ireland. 
A few years ago, the Harp- 


eligibility to 67 from 65 -- 
starting in about about five 
or six years - but that polic 
was rejected when the Lib- 
erals took power in 2015.

MBOT opposes more costs for unpopular stormwater plan

Mississauga’s major busi- 
nesses oppose expanding 
the city’s stormwater pro- 
gram, which already hits 
them will growing costs for 
projects to ease flooding 
threats. 

“The increase in costs to 
stormwater would not be 
welcomed by the business 
community,” David Wo- 
jcik, CEO of the Mississau- 
ga Board of Trade, told a 
recent meeting of the gen- 
eral committee. 

Though he thanked the 
city for its efforts to ex- 
plain the multimillion-dol- 
lar program paid mostly by 
companies, Wojcik noted 
that “stormwater charges 
contjnue to be a conten- 
tious issue in the business 
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community.” 

He was responding to 
a city staff request for a 
$95,000 budget hike to 
pay for expanded mar- 
keting, outreach and ed- 
ucation programs about 
stormwater in 2018. Staff 
also want the two contract 
workers in the current pilot 
education outreach pro- 
gram to be given full-time 
jobs, adding to the city’s 
5,300-member workforce. 
Making the contract jobs 
permanent would add 
$19,000 in labour costs, 
$13,000 of which would be 
benefit hikes. 

Councillors rejected the 
staff request, saying they'll 
look at it again when the 
pilot expires in about a 
year. 

Wojcik told the committee 


the business group, which 
has the city as a longtime 
member, could be used 
to help educate corpo- 
rate Mississauga on the 


“unpopular” stormwater 
charge. 
“We would encourage 


the city to continue to use 
the Mississauga Board of 
Trade as its vehicle to out- 
reach to the business com- 
munity, which continues 
to contribute an enormous 
financial portion to the 
stormwater charge.” 

The charge was imposed 
by council in 2016 and will 
be gradually raised over 
the next few years annu- 
ally. 

Any property owners in 
the city -- residents and 
businesses alike -- get the 
charge on their Region of 


Peel water bills. This year 
it amounts to $102 a bill- 
ing unit, but will rise to 
$108 by 2020. 

About 71 per cent of the 
$41.5 million the charge 
will raise this year goes to 
expanding the water main 
and pipe network, storm 
sewers, culverts, catch 
basins and other systems 
that help collect, drain and 
clean the city’s rain water 
runoff before it enters Lake 
Ontario. 

However, a sizable portion 
of that total -- 29 per cent 
or $12,2 million -- goes to 
operating programs run by 
the city. 

In its budget last year, 
the city warned that “our 
changing climate with 
more extreme weather 
events including more fre- 


quent, intense storms are 
placing significant stress 
on this service.” 

Ward 5 councillor Carolyn 
Parrish said the anti-flood- 
ing program and its pro- 
motion is important to the 
city. “The biggest lesson we 
got on stormwater charges 
are the three hurricane 
that hit the United States.” 
In a later email exchange 
with Peel daily News, Wo- 
jcik said the city could do 
a lot to mitigate flooding 
dangers from storms be- 
cause it mandates the size 
of parking lots at industri- 
al, commercial and retail 
business. 

It also controls the sub- 
stances used in construc- 
tion, which generally 
produces hard-surface 
parking lots more prone to 


flooding. 
He said businesses are 
looking at non-approved 
porous materials that 
could be used for park- 
ing lots to lower flooding 
threats, adding “we are en- 
couraged by the city’s will- 
ingness to engage with the 
business community on 
this very unpopular tax.” 
“We are also encouraged 
by the city’s openness to 
investigate the mitigation 
of storm water, at it’s root 
cause rather than attempt- 
ing to accommodate the 
problem down __ stream. 
We trust the city would 
not venture down the path 
of additional costs to a 
program, prior to seeing 
the 2016 reconciliation 
of funding and expendi- 
tures.” 
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Relaxed immigration rules to take effect this week

The Trudeau government 
is making it easier for for- 
eigners who don’t speak 
English, French, or know 
much about Canada to be- 
come citizens of the coun- 


try. 
The easing of language and 
knowledge requirements 


is one of several changes 
introduced by Refugees 
and Citizenship Minister 
Ahmed Hussen, in Bramp- 
ton last week. 

“As a country that’s com- 
mitted to the settlement 
and integration of newcom- 
ers successfully so they can 
restart their lives and make 
contributions to our soci- 
ety, we have to ensure the 
path to citizenship for per- 
manent residents,” he said. 
The changes taking effect 
today (Oct. 11), and include: 
¢ The required time of a 
physical presence in Cana- 
da is being cut to three out 
of five years, from four out 


of six years. 

¢ A part of time spent in 
Canada before permanent 
resident status will count 
towards residency require- 
ments, which will give cred- 
it to temporary workers and 
students. 

¢ The age range for lan- 
guage and knowledge re- 
quirements cut to 18-54 
years old, from the previous 
requirement of 14-64. 

“The flexibility that we’re 
introducing to those re- 
quirements means those 
permanent residents will 
be able to apply for citizen- 
ship sooner but they'll also 
have the flexibility to do so 
because some of those bar- 
riers were making it virtual- 
ly impossible to accumulate 
that time,” said Hussen. 
The changes will ease fam- 
ily reunification efforts, a 
key promise made by the 
Liberals in the 2015 cam- 
paign. 

The commitment helped 
the Liberals make major 
electoral gains in Brampton 


and Mississauga where they 
swept all 11 ridings. 

Family reunification is a 
key issue in many diverse 
riding’s, especially in the 
Indo-Pakistani and Chinese 
communities. 

They won 24 out of the 29 
seats in the heavily diverse

After the announcement, 
Hussen was asked about 
the recent alleged terror at- 
tack in Edmonton in which 
a Somali man granted ref- 
ugee status is accused of 
stabbing a police officer and 
driving a vehicle into pedes- 
trians.

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Trudeau “tax grab” expands to 
retail and service sectors 


Ottawa’s hunger for more 
revenues to feed the govern- 
ment’s spending addiction 
is expanding to the retail, 
food and service sectors. 
Reports in the Globe and 
Mail and other media out- 
lets over the weekend say 
the taxman will now con- 
sider employee discounts 
on things like shoes, jeans. 
shirts and cheap meals as 
taxable benefits subject to 
taxes. 

Such a change would im- 
pact millions of food and 
retail workers across Cana- 
da and Peel Region as many 
companies try to offset low- 
er wages in their sectors 
with discounts and other 
benefits for their workers. 


The Liberals are already 
under fire from business 
groups like the Mississau- 
ga and Brampton boards of 
trade over its “tax fairness” 


plans, which aim to change 
tax rules affecting small 
business owners that could 
raise up to $7 billion a year 
in additional taxes. 

The Liberals argue that 
wealthier Canadians should 
pay more to give breaks to 
the middle class, though the 
2015 tax cut for middle-in- 
come earners has been eat- 
en up by rising costs of liv- 
ing, and hikes to local and 
other taxes. 
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Now Ottawa will come un- 
der criticism for hurting 
lower-paid workers with 
their tax policies. 

The federal Tories have 
hammered the government 
over its tax policies. urging 
them to get control over 
their spending so they don’t 
have to squeeze the pocket- 
books of working Canadi- 
ans. 
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Peel GO Transit users to get fare discounts on TTC

Tens of thousands of GO 
Train riders from Missis- 
sauga and Brampton will 
get cheaper fares when they 
transfer to the TTC on their 
way into work in Toronto. 


A new deal between the 
Toronto subway and bus 
operator and the Metrolinx 
provincial transit agency 
will cut TTC fares in half if 
riders use the Presto smart 
card system. 


That means the more than 
300,00 people who use the 
GO system each day -- in- 
cluding more than 25,000 
from Peel Region - will get 
a break if they use the TTC 
as well. 


The move aims to get more 
people using public transit 
and expand the use of Pres- 
to as part of a broader ex- 
pansion of the GTA network 
and fare integration — a key 


part of Mayor John Tory’s 
SmartTrack plan. 


The mayor’s office says rid- 
ers who transfer from GO to 
the TTC or UP Express train 
to Pearson Airport will get 
$1.50 off their fares if they 
use Presto cards. The same 
applies on TTC riders going 
the other way. 


“This is the first step in 
fare integration, not the 
only step and not the end 
of the story, but a great be- 
ginning,” Tory spokesman 
Don Peat told CBC Toronto. 


Metrolinx has committed 
to reimburse the TTC for 
money lost from the lower 
fares, meaning the TTC’s 
budget won’t be hurt by the 
new deal. 


Provincial Minister of 
Transportation Steven Del 
Duca calls the deal great 
news for users of pub- 
lic transit in the GTA and 
Hamilton areas. 


Fluoridation in water should be better 


controlled, 


Health Canada, the provin- 
cial Minister of Health and 
municipal officers of health 
have been telling the Cana- 
dian public that fluoride is 
added to municipal drinking 
water to prevent tooth decay. 


In 1957, the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled that water 
fluoridation is a medication. 


The actual product added 
to the drinking water supply 
by municipalities is a waste 
chemical product known as 
hydrofluorosilicic acid, which 
is harmful to humans and the 
environment. 


Fluoride has been classified 
a neuro toxin similar in tox- 
icity to arsenic and lead. The 
levels for lead is 1.5 parts per 
million, 1.0 ppm for arsenic 
and for fluoride 400 ppm. 


Health Canada recommends 
that toxicology reviews be 
done on the fluoridation 
product to ensure its safety at 
the maximum use level. 


While Peel Regional health 
officials have been telling 
municipal councillors [the 
decision makers] that the 
required toxicology studies 
have been done, no toxicol- 
ogy studies have been pro- 
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vided to council for review. 
Both the US EPA and Health 
Canada have disclosed that 
they have no records of any 
toxicology studies. 


Since the Supreme Court of 
Canada has ruled that wa- 
ter fluoridation is a medica- 
tion, municipal councillors 
have been approving adding 
a toxic chemical compound 
[HFSA] that is unapproved, 
unregulated, and a untest- 
ed illegal drug to residents’ 
drinking water without the 
people’s informed consent. 
Section 7.31 of the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms pro- 
tects “the people’s right to 
be from unwanted medical 
treatment.” 


The US Centre for Disease 
Control has admitted that 
fluoride works topically and 
not by ingestion. Dr. Cooney, 
the former chief dental officer 
for Health Canada, has con- 
ceded that water fluoridation 
prevents less than one half a 
cavity per child. 


The US National institute of 
Dental Research found that 
children drinking fluoridat- 
ed water averaged only about 
half a cavity less than those 
drinking unfluoridated water. 


“These commuters will now 

not only enjoy enhanced 
service across the GO net- 
work, but also a substantial 
savings for choosing to take 
transit to get around the 
GTHA,” he said.

As people may also recall, 
Liberal MPP Bob Delaney 
(Mississauga-Streetsville) 
introduced a private mem- 
bers bill last year to legislate 
water fluoridation across the 
province. The bill was unani- 
mously supported by all three 
parties, went to a second 
reading and never made it to 
a third reading for passage 
into law. 


The fishy thing about wa- 
ter fluoridation that should 
be exposed is, the Supreme 
Court of Canada ruled that 
water fluoridation is a med- 
ication. Health Canada rec- 
ommends toxicology reviews 
of the fluoridation product 
to ensure its safety. No one 
has ever done any toxicol- 
ogy studies on the product 
[HFSA] to ensure its safety. 


The province gave the ap- 

proval responsibility to mu- 
nicipal councillors who don’t 
have the ability to do the toxi- 
cology studies on the product 
to ensure its safety. 
John Sprovieri is the Ward 
9 and 10 Brampton council- 
lor. He has long been seeking 
more local control over the 
fluoridation system.

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Association plans crackdown on real estate cheats

Real estate agents in Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
across the province will be 
hit with stiffer fines if they 
break conflict of interest 
guidelines when they repre- 
sent both buyers and sellers 
in a single transaction. 

The Liberal government of 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
tabled new consumer pro- 
tection legislation Thurs- 
day that updates a number 
of laws, including the 2002 
Real Estate Business Bro- 
kers Act as well as legisla- 
tion that affects new home 
warranties, travel services 
and resale tickets. 

The proposed legislation 
“will provide consumers 
with the protection they 
deserve when making sig- 
nificant purchases — like 
a new home, a dream va- 
cation or concert tickets,” 
Government and Consum- 
er Service Minister Tracy 
MacCharles said at Queen’s 
Park.

a 63-year-old group based 
on Ridgeway Dr. that rep-

The Mississauga board 
commended the changes, 
saying its provincial part- 
ner, the Ontario Real Estate 
Association, believes the 
new system will set a North 
American leading standard 
for greater transparency 
and clarity for real estate 
agents. 

“These new rules are some 
of the strictest in North 
America when it comes to 
transparency and consum- 
er protection,” said associ- 
ation president-elect David 
Reid. 

“Ontario realtors were 
pleased to work with the 
government to bring more 
clarity of a Realtors’ duties 
to the consumer and ad- 
dress any real or perceived 
conflict of interest.” 

In recent years, there have 
been a number of me- 


dia reports and industry 
round-tables that showed 
some agents were dou- 
ble-ending sales to cash, 
in some cases manipulat- 
ing bidding wars so they 
wouldn’t have to split the 
sales commission with an- 
other agent. 

The latest rule changes 
for realtors are part of the 
government’s Fair Hous- 
ing Plan announced in the 
spring that tried to stop 
surging home prices in the 
GTA by slapping a 15 per 
cent foreign buyers tax and 
imposing other restrictions 
to slow down the rise in 
house prices and provide 
more low-cost housing. 
Under the new changes, 
the ban on multiple rep- 
resentation won't be com- 
plete, however. In some 
cases the practice will still 
be allowed, mainly in rural 
communities -- like Cale- 
don -- where there are not 
many agents. 

Rules are also relaxed for 
family sales where buyer 
and seller know each other 


and some commercial sales 
where the buyer and seller 
both have knowledge and 
proper legal advice. 

While the changes are wel- 
comed, the incentive for 
realtors to double-dip have 
eased as housing prices go 
through a softer market 
and there are fewer bidding 
wars than their were this re- 
cent spring before the new 
foreign buyers rules came 
into effect. 

For example, Mississauga 
home sales fell more than 
38 per cent to just 633 units 
in August. So far this year, 
6,781 houses or condos 
were sold, down 18.8 per 
cent. 

“Home sales were still run- 
ning at subdued levels in 
August, little changed from 
June and July on a season- 
ally adjusted basis,” said 
Branden Kameka, president 
of the Mississauga board. 
“On the supply side, fol- 
lowing a bit of a surge in 
the spring new listings have 
been coming back down 
over the summer. That has 


moved the _ sales-to-new 


listings ratio back up to 
about 50 per cent from a 
low of about 40 per cent a 
couple of months ago, so 
there is some evidence that 
the market is stabilizing.”

with mental health issues. 


Retrofits for the adult 
female mental health unit, 
and construction and site 
planning of the new youth 
facilities are expected to 
be completed by 2022. 


Ontario said it is able to 
re-purpose the youth jail 
because of a steady decline 
in inmates. 


The Liberal government 
is crediting the province’s

The 192-bed Roy 
McMurtry facility opened 
in 2009 with capacity to 
house 160 male and 32 
female youth in separate 
units. 
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Sears locations in Peel under chopping block as retailer 
seeks approval to liquidate 


Sears stores at Erin Mills 
Town Centre and Brama- 
lea City Centre malls appear 
headed for close-out sales 
and shutdown as the failed 
department store chain seeks 
court approval to liquidate all 
its remaining outlets. 


The Mississauga and Bramp- 
ton stores survived an earlier 
spate of closures in June that 
affected several Ontario lo- 
cations, including Brockville, 
Cornwall, Cambridge, and 
Kingston. 

At the time, Sears sought 
bankruptcy protection from 
creditors and looked for a 
buyer or major investor to 
keep its remaining stores 
alive. 


But on Monday, Sears Can- 
ada revealed it has found no 


“white knight” and will be 
applying to the Ontario Su- 
perior Court of Justice for 
approval to liquidate all of its 
remaining stores and assets. 
More than 12,000 jobs will be 
affected. 


The court is expected to hear 
the retailer's motion on Fri- 
day, Oct. 13. 


Pending court approval, liq- 
uidation sales at the Missis- 
sauga and Brampton stores 
and other retail locations 
would begin no earlier than 
Oct. 19 and last between 10 to 
14 weeks. 

Sears Canada was granted 
protection under the Compa- 
nies’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act in June and had been 
seeking new partners or buy- 
ers of its remaining stores. 
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“Sears Canada received and 
implemented going concern 
transactions for various lines 
of business, but following 
exhaustive efforts, no viable 
transaction for the company 
to continue as a going con- 
cern was received,” the retail- 
er said Monday. 


“The company deeply regrets 

this pending outcome and 
the resulting loss of jobs and 
store closures.” 


The Canadian retail sector is 
littered with failed companies 
in recent decades -- from Ea- 
ton’s and Simpsons to Zellers, 
Target Canada, Marks and 
Spencer, Dylex and now 
Sears. The stores collapsed 
for a number of reasons, from 
too much debt and changing 
consumer tastes to online 
shopping.

Settling in Mississauga 
over the past four years af- 
ter many years living and 
working in the U.S.A., I’ve 
faced a myriad of challeng- 
es in rebuilding my life 
from zero. 

I'd left for the States to 
complete my Masters in 
Social Work after years in 
the bilingual corporate Cus- 
tomer Service world. 


I returned with a new ca- 
reer, zero connections to 
the Social Work community 
and very few to the LGBT- 
TIQA2S community, of 
which I am a part. 


I launched a private prac- 

tice as an R.S.W., special- 
izing in trauma/PTSD and 
with a strong interest in 
serving and supporting the 
LBTTIQA2S community. 
For several years, I prac- 
ticed in downtown Toronto 
and Port Credit. 


Fast forward to spring 
2017: - the time came to 
centralize my services to 
Mississauga, closing my 
downtown office. The deci- 
sion was not easy! 


I realized that after four 
years back in the GTA, my 
connection to my commu- 
nity was primarily made 
through my clients! 


I’ve been fortunate to work

Diwali is fast approach- 
ing, and Brampton Fire 
is urging all residents 
to act safely when using 
fireworks this weekend. 


This year’s Diwali fes- 
tivities take place next 
Wednesday, Oct. 18 and 
Thursday, Oct. 19. 


Diwali is one of four 
approved holidays each 
year where short-range 
fireworks are allowed on 
private property, with- 
out the need for a per- 
mit. 


Short-range fireworks 
are those that tend to 
travel less than three 
metres (10 feet) when 
set off (e.g. fountains, 
wheels, ground § spin- 
ners, sparklers). All oth- 
er rocket-type fireworks 
are banned in Bramp- 
ton. 


Compare life and health insurance 


Residents are cautioned 
that fireworks are not al- 
lowed to be used on the 
street, sidewalks, within 
City parks or on munic- 
ipal or school properties. 


When using short-range 

fireworks on your prop- 
erty, the following safe- 
ty precautions must be 
conducted: 


- You must have a con- 
tainer of water or a hose 
line that’s filled with 
water available to extin- 
guish fireworks 


- You must never light a 
firework or hold a lit fire- 
work in your hand, other 
than a sparkler 


- After using sparklers, 
place them in a contain- 
er of water to fully cool 
before disposal 


- Allow all fireworks to

The City of Brampton 
has also introduced 
a mandatory annual 
course for fireworks ven- 
dors before they can be 
licensed to sell. 


New Fireworks and Li- 
censing by-laws were 
approved last year by 
Brampton City Council, 
which allow the use of 
short-range fireworks on 
all Brampton residential 
properties on Victoria 
Day, Canada Day, Diwa- 
li and New Year’s Eve, 
without the need for a 
permit. 


Safety is the top prior- 
ity, as the by-law also 
bans other types of fire- 
works that pose a great 
risk of injury or damage 
to property.

Why, then do we women not 
inquire with just as much 
due diligence and fervor 
when it comes to relation-

ships? 

Ladies, you need that ap- 
praisal done before moving 
into your new dream home. 
If you didn’t get one, even- 
tually all the problems and 
issues that were hidden, un- 
beknownst to you, would be 
exposed to the surface and 
the damage resulting would 
be extensive, not to mention 
the tab to fix these issues! 
Likewise, relationships 
must be seen as they truly 
are: a lifelong investment 
that will be a woman’s great- 
est asset or her absolute 
worst living nightmare. 

In Canada alone, the pan- 
demic of domestic violence 
averages a staggering $7.4 
billion per year in post trau- 
matic DV therapy, counsel- 
ing, support groups and the 
like, including doctor visits, 
medicinal prescriptions and 
use of police and judicial/ 
legal services. 

Nearly 1 in 3 women and 
girls are affected by intimate 
partner abuse, or find them- 
selves in unhealthy partner- 
ships. 


67% of all Canadians say 
they personally know at 
least one woman who has 
been sexually, physically, 
emotionally and mental- 
ly abused, and on average, 
every six days, a woman in 
Canada is killed by her inti- 
mate partner. 

On any given day in Cana- 
da, more than 3,000 wom- 
en (along with their 2,500 
children) are living in an 
emergency shelter to escape 
domestic violence. 

Abuse can be physical, but it 
can also be emotional, men- 
tal, financial, spiritual and 
sexual.
